Sherri Gregoire, General Counsel, presented the proposed amendments to the Commission. After
providing opportunity for public comments, to which there were none, on motion duly made, seconded
and passed, the Commission unanimously adopted the amendments to Chapter 26 of the State Civil
Service Rules.

Request of the Department of Public Safety and Corrections, Corrections Services-Elayn Hunt
Correctional Center, to exempt from the classified service one (1) Teach Professional position, in
accordance with State Civil Service Rule 4.1(d)2, effective April 5, 2023. The Commission unanimously
granted the request, as recommended by State Civil Service, effective April 5, 2023 through March 3,
2027.

Request of the Louisiana Department of Health—Medical Vendor Administration to exempt from the
classified service three (3) Project Leader positions, in accordance with State Civil Service Rule 4.1(d)2,
effective April 5, 2023 through January 3, 2027. The Commission unanimously granted the request.

Request of the Lafourche Basin Levee District, in accordance with State Civil Service Rules 21.8(b) and
21.9(d), to pay non-exempt and exempt employees at the time and one-half rate, effective April 10, 2023
through December 31, 2023. The Commission unanimously granted the request.

Request of Louisiana Housing Corporation (LHC) to establish a Crisis Leave Policy in accordance with State
Civil Service Rule 11.34, effective April 5, 2023. The Commission unanimously granted the request.

Request of the Office of the State Examiner to establish a Special Entrance Rate policy for Human
Resources job titles in accordance with State Civil Service Rule 6.5(b), effective April 5, 2023. The
Commission unanimously granted the request.

Request of the Division of Administration—Office of Group Benefits to establish a Special Entrance Rate
Policy for Group Benefits Analyst jobs in accordance with State Civil Service Rule 6.5(b), effective March
1, 2023. The Commission unanimously granted the request.

Request of the Division of Administration—Office of Group Benefits to establish a Premium Pay Policy
for Group Benefits Analyst jobs in accordance with State Civil Service Rule 6.16(a), effective March 1, 2023.
The Commission unanimously granted the request.

Request of State Civil Service to delegate the authority to establish Premium Pay policies up to $2.00 per
hour, for all hours worked, to the State Civil Service Director, effective April 5, 2023. The Commission
unanimously granted the request.

Report on 6.5(c) and 6.5(g) Exceptions granted by the Director. Director Decoteau informed the
commission that 31 total exceptions under State Civil Service Rules 6.5(c) and 6.5(g) were granted
between December 28, 2022 through March 28, 2023.

Presentation by the Department of State Civil Service on alternatives to pre-employment testing. Jennifer
Schuelke, Talent Acquisition and Workforce Development Supervisor, presented “How State Civil Service
Competency-Based Strategies Can Replace Pre-Employment Testing.” The department will provide an
update next month regarding these efforts.

Director’s Report
e As was the practice prior to Compensation Redesign, in accordance with State Civil Service Rule
6.5(b), the Director will approve Special Entrance Rates (SER) in-house. The Commission will ratify
the SERs at their monthly business meeting. If an agency is requesting something not previously
approved by the Commission, the department will bring the request to the Commission for
approval.
e Director Decoteau informed the Commission of the SCS Restructure 2023.
e General Circular 2023-017, addresses La. R.S. 14:1319, which criminalizes political payroll padding.
